CooBMnlsn and that he would have noted lotsedl&tely any pra^Consonlst or 
pro«Ruesian acts or etateaents on the part of NAZAHEKKJ*

Confidential Infarmant Newaric T'-Z, who la aentioi»d above, advised 
that Subject has had no contact with nenbcra of the World Cossack Aseoclation 
at Foraingdale, for several ioonths and that he had obtained no pertinont 
inforaati» eoncarniiig NAZAKENKO* T-2 stated that he had ascertained that 
KICHAEL aJUskvohtsOV, a Cossack General idio was associated with Subject in 
Eurooe, pr^ntly resides at litl2 Fourth Ave*, Los Angelos 19, California* 
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
